The thefts of citizens band 
radios and other pieces of 
electronic 
equipment 
has 
become a major problem in

citizens band radios or other 
pieces of electronic equipment 
have been stolen here, all but 
one of them from automobiles. 
The Sikeston Police Depar­ 
tment is offering a number of 


suggestions on how residents 
can avoid falling victims to the 
CB thefts from cars and also 
how to cut down the growing 
number of home burglaries. 
Remove the radio from your 
automobile if possible when 
leaving the car for any length of 
time, such as overnight. When 
leaving the car in a parking lot 
for a shorter length of time, lock 
it. When possible, leave it in a 
well-lighted area. 


Special door locks can be 
bought that have cylindrical 
shafts, which make it hard for 
the thief to unlock the car by 
pulling on the knob-type shaft. 
The radio can be concealed in 
the glove compartment, under 
the car seat or in the trunk so it 
will be out of sight.

Air mail service by the United 
States Postal Service will cease 
to exist Oct. 11 — the day 
domestic first class mail will 
begin receiving the same ser­ 
vice as air mail, Sikeston 
Postmaster Don Pasaka has 
announced. 
Pasaka remarked that area 
residents who still have some air 
mail stamps or stamped en­ 
velopes on hand may take them 
to the post office and exchange 
them for regular stamps or 
stamped envelopes after the 
changes goes into effect. 
This is but one of several 
changes in the postal service 
recently. On Sept. 14, temporary 
postal rates (in which the 
changes wore made) became 
legally permanent, although

Under the new rates, costs of 
mailing a first class letter 
remained at 10 cents for the first 
ounce, but was decreased from 
10 cents to 9 cents per additional 
ounce up to 13 ounces. Heavier 
pieces are subject to priority 
mail, which is determined by the 
letter’s weight and destination. 
Mailing a postcard now costs 
seven cents, instead of the 
former eight cents. 
Parcel post rates have gone up 
slightly under the new per­ 
manent rates,although the 
amount of increase depends on 
the region to which parcels are 
soit and distance it is being 
mailed.

Beef prices steady 


Retail beef prices remain steady showing only slight changes with 
no particular trend reports this week’s Missouri Farm Bureau 
shoppers’ guide. Wholesale beef prices were somewhat lower this 
week, however, retail prices have made only slight adjustments. 
Ground beef continues to be an excellent buy, relative to some other 
meat cuts. This probably is being caused by the excess of lower 
grade beef, cows and bulls, being marketed to liquidate beef herds in 
the face of unprofitability. 
In reverse, pork prices continue to climb at both the wholesale and 
retail level. However, only moderate changes were noted from last 
week in the stores. 
Broilers dropped about four cents at the wholesale level but this 
change has not been reflected at the consumer level. Other major 
food item prices remained about the sam e at the 50 stores shopped 
across Missouri. 
NOTE: This week's quotation for sugar was changed to five-pound 
bags. This is due to retailers abandoning the more expensive 10- 
pound size in many stores.

Calvin Harris, veteran pork 
producer and president of the 
Missouri 
Pork 
Producers 
Association, says he recalls his 
grandfather telliing about his 
pork producing days in south 
Missouri. “Pork was by far the 
most popular meat back then. 
There was no refrigeration and 
pork was suited to a wider 
variety of ways to be preserved 
than other meats were. Also, one 
hog could easily be consumed in 
a short time by a family without 
spoilage and with little waste. 
Whenever people needed more 
meat, a group would get 
together, round up a dozen hogs 
into a fenced-in boarded floor 
pen and then fattened on corn 
until ready for slaughter.” 
Hie general idea is much the 
same as pork production today, 
says Harris, but the particulars 
have vastly changed. Years ago, 
problems of animal disease 
made it impossible to raise hogs 
and other livestock in close 
confinement but today hogs are 
raised in a highly controlled 
environment and often never set 
“ hoof "on 
soil. 
They 
are 
restricted to concrete floor 


shelters until they reach an 
average slaughter weight of 210 
to 240 pounds, at about six to 
eight months. 
To meet consumer demands 
today, hogs are fed nutritionally 
balanced feed high in protein 
and corn.. They are bred to 
produce a longer leaner animal 
then their 
portly ancestors 
which were called "lard type” 
hogs. Some of them reached 
1,000 lbs. .. a rare sight today. 
However, the leaner look of pork 
has only been fully achieved in 
the past few years and many 
consumers have not realized it. 
Pork is almost 50 per cent leaner 
today than 20 years ago and has 
been included in the weight 
watcher’s program for the first 
time this year. 
At about 240 calories per three 
and one-half ounce serving, pork 
is an excellent source of high 
quality protein, minerals, in­ 
cluding iron, and is a major 
source of B-vitamins. Pork is 
noted as the best source of 
vitamin B-l, thiamin which 
promotes normal appetite and 
digestion. 
Thiamin 
also 
is 
necessary for a healthy nervous 


system and helps change food to 
energy. 
Even with pork’s fat content 
reduced, however, many people 
avoid pork and other meat. They 
are restricting their intake of all 
saturated fats and cholesterol 
attempting to avoid coronary 
heart 
disease. 
Our 
bodies, 
however, 
manufacture 
cholesterol, a fat-like substance 
only found in animal foods. A 
certain cholesterol level must be 
maintained. 
Cholesterol is 
known 
to 
play 
important 
physiological 
roles such as 
aiding in fatty acid absorption, 
in producing bile salts and in 
synthesizing steriod hormones. 
Furthermore, we also need fat 
in the diet for energy and for 
vitamins A, D, E and K it 
carries. 
Moreover, 
the 
medical 
profession 
and 
nutritionists 
generally agree that no single 
factor such as diet can be nid to 
directly cause coronary heart 
disesase. More often coronary 
diseases are due to a com­ 
bination of factors including 
age, sex, stress, diet and level of 
physical activity.

with you! 
JU D Y’S FRESH HAM 
Take at least a 12-pound fresh 
ham, wash it off, pat it partly 
dry and then sprinkle each of 
these spices over it liberally. 
Rub in well, 
garlic 
salt 
coarse ground black pepper 
sage 
thyme 
Don’t ask me why but this 
ham will taste like it was 
smoked. 


Put ham in roaster uncovered. 
Bake at 300 degrees for one 
hour; then turn down to 175 
degrees. Leave alone until it 
reaches 180 degrees on a meat 
thermometer or until done. 
I forgot to tell you, score the 
ham when you season it but do 
not take off the rind. Never turn 
your heat any higher than the 
300 degrees and never, never 
cover the ham. Judy put one on 
Friday at noon and let it cook 
until 6 p.m. the next evening and 
it was perfectly delicious. 
I have often put these on 
before I go to bed at night and 
then take them out sometime the 
next day. Porkburgers are great 
for entertaining. Put them on a 
cooking board, lay out the buns 
and barbecue sauce or even 
make a gravy with the ham 
juices and you have the biggest 
part of the m jal taken care of. 
Have you ever tried a pork- 
burger? Hamburger seems to be 
the main American dish, par­ 
ticularly where the kids are 
concerned. If you are getting 
tired of it as I am, try this for i 
change. Have your butcher 
grind Boston butt, shoulder loin 
or ham, 80 per cent to 20 per cent 
fat. This is not sausage.

1 pound porkburger

Shape into patties. Brown 
slowly over medium heat in a 
skillet. Serve on buns with the 
same goodies you eat a ham­ 
burger with.

Select a 6 to 8 pound pork loin 
roll or a 9 to 11 pound boneless 
leg of pork. Put on a rotisserie 
and cook at low to moderate 
temperature to 170 degrees. 
During the last 30 minutes, 
brush roast frequently with a 
glaze.

Combine and cook for five 
minutes.

PORK CHOP CASSEROLE

WASHINGTON (AP) - Per­ 
sons hospitalized under the fed­ 
eral Medicare program will be 
required next year to pay at 
least the first $104 of their med­ 
ical bills, up from the present 
$92, the government says. 
The Social Security Adminis­ 
tration, blaming hospital costs 
that are rising 50 per cent fas­ 
ter than the cost-of-living, an­ 
nounced Tuesday it will shift to 
a new schedule of higher rates 
for most services starting Jan. 
1, 1976. 
The out-of-pocket charge for 
the average hospital stay will 
be raised 13 per cent from the 
current $92, the agency said. 
The new amount is equivalent 
to the average cost of one day 
of hospitalization, Social Secur­ 
ity Commissioner James B. 
Cardwell said. The average 
Medicare stay now is about 
13Me days and costs $1,400. 
The new rates also mean 
Medicare patients will pay ad­ 
ditional costs of $3 a day for 
extended hospital stays and 
$1.50 daily for long-term post­ 
hospitalization nursing home 
care. 
Of the 24.1 million people re­ 
ceiving Medicare coverage, 22 
million are aged 65 and over 
and 2.1 million are disabled. 
Beginning next year, Medi­ 
care beneficiaries who stay in 
the hospital more than 60 days 
will pay $26 daily for the 61st 
through the 90th day. Currently 
they are charged $23 a day. 
For extended nursing home 
care after release from the hos­ 
pital, 
the 
patient 
will 
be 
charged $13, compared with the 
current $11.50, for the 21st 
through the 100th day in a 
skilled nursing home. 
After patients pay the initial 
charges, Medicare will pay all 
bills for the first 60 days in a 
hospital and the fist 20 days in 
a skilled nursing home. 
Medicare also provides a 
“lifetime reserve” of 60 extra 
hospital days that a beneficiary 
can use when he needs more 
than 90 days to recover from 
an illness. The daily out-of- 
pocket charge for that once- 
only benefit will increase to $52 
from the present $46. 
The monthly charge for Medi­ 
care beneficiaries who choose 
optional medical coverage for 
doctors’ bills will not change. 
That rate has been frozen at 
$6.70 since July 1974. 


Although the total insurance 
premium volume in the state 
will not change as a result of this 
rule, there will be a shift of the 
burden of premium costs within 
the 700 classifications 
of 
policyholders. 
The new rule will reduce rates 
for 78 per cent of Missouri’s 
45,000 employer-policyholders. 
It also will produce higher 
premiums for about 20 per cent 
of the state’s policyholders and 
2 per cent will experience no 
change. 
The rule was formulated after 
a public hearing and a series of 
discussions with some of the 
state’s 
major 
workmen’s 
compensation policyholders. 
“We had needed assistance 
from the major policyholders in 
the state in making this 
change,” 
Edmiston 
said. 
“Though in some cases it may 
mean they will have to pay 
higher premiums, they were 
cooperative in the updating of 
this rule.” 
Studies showed that an in­ 
crease in wage levels made the 
$100 payroll limit unrealistic, 
raising rates unnaturally high. 
These high rates, which are 
published with the rates of other 
states, discouraged business 


from 
locating 
in Missouri, 
Edmiston said Missouri was 
only one of three states in the 
country which had retained te 
$100 payrdl limit rule, dBspte 
changing economnic conditions. 
Policyholders will be affected 
by rate increases mandated by 
loss experience and legislation 
passed which provides for in­ 
creased benefits for permanent 
partial injuries. 
Edmiston said it was also 
significant that an additional 
increase in rates of 5.2 per cent 
for inflation was considered but 
not approved. 
Also disapproved was a 
proposal to increase premiums 
for special rating plans, known 
in the industry as Table M. 
These were disapproved, he 
said, because they would affect 
the policyholders most subject to 
premium increases as a remit of 
the payroll limit extension.

COLUMBIA—Nobody needs to tell Missouri that the 
Tigers will be facing a “ tough” football team up in 
Wolverineland before a sellout 100,000 crowd Saturday 
afternoon. 
But-Michigan coach Bo Schembechler promised that 
at his weekly press luncheon in no uncertain terms. 
Victors over Alabama, Illinois and Wisconsin, the fifth- 
ranked Mizzou team returns to Ann Arbor for the first 
time in six years-and Michigan (1-0-2) is aroused. 
“We’ll be tough,” said Schembechler whose Maize and 
Blue teams have not lost at home in 37 straight gam es- 
since a 40-17 defeat by Missouri in 1969. “And it really 
doesn’t matter that Missouri is coming in here. 
“I’d say that if we were playing Missouri--and (pause) 
Oklahoma in a doubleheader this Saturday.” 
For Coach A1 Onofrio’s invaders that’s warning 
enough. The Tigers will be playing to their biggest-ever 
crowd-and it’s a significant test. 
The Wolverines, led by linebacker Calvin O’Neal (46 
tackles in three games), are deadly on defense. They 
opened the season by shutting down a Wisconsin attack 


that gave Missouri problems. Their ground-oriented 
offense is hubbed around tailback Gordon Bell (4.7 avg.) 
and fullback Rob Lytle (5.1 avg.). 
Can Mizzou tailback Tony Galbreath (4.1 avg.) con­ 
tinue to occupy the attention of the Michigan defenders 
sufficiently to give quarterback Steve Pisarkiewicz some 
airborne chances? 
Relying almost exclusively on the forward pass, 
Stanford tied Michigan 19-19 two weeks ago~so the 
Tigers undoubtedly will not ignore that option. 
Meantime, Michigan-rated No. 2 nationally in pre­ 
season polls-now is unfamiliarly roosting outside the 
“top ten” after back-to-back ties with Stanford and 
Baylor (14-14).

of new natural gas, 
because 
it 
is 
absolutely 
essential, we hasten to point out 
that deregulation alone is not the 
answer,” Hart continued. 
“ Of 
equal 
importance 
to 
maintain the natural gas supply 
is 
tax 
reform 
and other 


economic incentives,” he said. 
Hart, in citing the fact that the 
projected 15 per cent shortage in 
natural gas this winter is the 
energy equivalent of better than 


half of the nation’s total elec­ 
trical energy output, pointed out 
that “ there is no way this 
shortage of natural gas can be 
made up by alternate energies. ” 


Hart went on to say that the 
gas industry, with an in­ 
vestment of some 150 billion, 
provides 
one-third 
of the 
nation’s 
total 
energy 


requirements. 


“ To meet its commitments to 
the American consumer and to 
industry, the natural gas in­ 
dustry must have the means of 
financing 
the 
tremendously 
expensive projects which will 
provide natural gas in the form 
of LNG (liquefied natural gas) 
and SNG 
(synthetic natural 


We are convinced that 
these supplemental gas supply 
projects will be able to compete 
effectively with alternate forms 
of energy.

Experimental management 
showing exciting results 
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NEW YORK (AP) - The 
gripe of the distruntled worker 
is as familiar a sound as the 
factory whistle: “ If only I ran 
this place, things would be a lot 
different.” 
It’s an ancient gripe that pre­ 
dates industrial society and 
probably written history as 
well, but the management re­ 
sponse is new: “ Okay, buddy, 
let’s see what you can do.” 
Throughout 
the 
industrial 
world today management and 
labor are experimenting with 
various 
concepts 
and 
tech­ 
niques designed to enlarge the 
area in which they can cooper­ 
ate. 
To date, the idea of joint 
management has been carried 
a lot further in Europe than in 
the United States. Six nations 
there require labor representa­ 
tion on the boards of major 
companies. 
American unions aren’t sure 
they want board representation. 
Perhaps better organized than 
their European counterparts, 
they feel able to accomplish 
just as much under existing ar­ 
rangements. To join boards, 
some union officials fear, is to 
compromise their effectiveness. 
In many companies workers 
and management are coopera- 


ting in so-called job enrichment 
programs whose goals are to 
improve working conditions and 
reduce costs. 
To some extent, the assembly 
line is suspect. Various com­ 
panies are testing substitutes, 
such as cluster assembly, in 
which groups of workers per­ 
form not one specific chore but 
are allowed to exercise skills 
and judgment by constructing 
entire units. 


Profs. Edward Lawler and 
Stanley Seashore of the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan are in the 
midst of a three-year, on-thejob 
study of the possibilities and 
implications of involving lower 
level workers in management 
decisions. 
They report that all the ex­ 
periments, conducted at vari­ 
ous sites, 
show 
“ some in­ 
dication of improved perform­ 
ance for the organization and 
the people in it.” Later this 
year they will have more con­ 
clusive results. 


One of these experiments, 
they state, already has shown 
promising results. It began late 
in 1973, involving workers and 
management of the Rushton 
Mining Co., Rushton, Pa. Prof. 
Eric Trist of the University of 


Pennsylvania, was consultant. 
The experiment began with 
establishment of a joint steer­ 
ing committee composed of 
representatives of the United 
Mine Workers and manage­ 
ment. An experimental work 
group of 27 volunteers was set 
up from the regular work force, 
nine to a shift. 


All the workers were put on 
top pay, and all were trained to 
rotate to any job on the team. 
Each shift foreman had sole re­ 
sponsibility for the safety of the 
crew, and responsibility for 
coal production rested with the 
crew itself. 
Grievances also were agreed 
to be the responsibility of the 
crew, 
and

periment workers had no re­ 
course to either a foreman or

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Average man to try smut 


JEFFERSON CITY - The 
Supreme Court’s Sept. 8 ob­ 
scenity decision will be im­ 
plemented by a rarely-used 
legal procedure, the advisory 
jury. 
When the court said the book 
“The Happy Hooker” might 
be obscene, it ordered the case 
retried by an advisory jury of 
St. Louis County residents. 
Previously, such cases could 
be decided by a judge alone. 
“We doubt that residents in 
St. Louis County would view 
the question of obscenity in the 
same light as residents of 
Dade County,” the court said 
in re-emphasizing the com­ 
mon standards rule in such 
cases. 
Advisory juries are a well- 
established but little-used 
legal 
tradition, 
says 
University of Missouri law 
professor Grant Nelson. 
In the past, such juries have 
been used by judges in non­ 
jury proceedings when the 
judge wants an extra imput of 
information upon which to 
decide a case. 
Cole County Circuit Court 
Judge Byron Kinder says he 
once used an advisory jury to 
help him reach a decision in a 
case involving juveniles. 
“I brought them in because 
I wanted to test the temper of 
the community — to get 
another perspective,” Kinder 
says. 
In most cases, such juries 
are strictly for advice only. 
The judge is not bound by 


what the jury decides. 
“They are just what they 
say they are — advisory. The 
decision of the jury is not the 
decision of the court,” Nelson 
says. 
But the court ruled Sept. 8 
that a judge was bound to 
dismiss a case if the jury’s 
decision was that the work 
was not obscene. The judge, 
however, can overrule a jury 
if it decides a work is obscene. 
Paul Otto, assistant at­ 
torney general involved in the 
case said the decision of the 
court to require advisory 
juries makes it more likely 
that com m unity standards 
will be reflected by the ver­ 
dict.“The court put the empha­ 
sis on the average man. The 
jury is more likely to come up 
with what the average man 
feels than the judge is. A 
judge tends to come from a 
certain 
socio-economic 
level,” Otto said. 
Putting the issue to 12 
members of the community is 
also a way to take the heat off 
the judges on the more con­ 
troversial verdicts says Wade 
Baker, executive director of 
the Missouri Bar. 
“The judge was always 
attacked because his opinion 
was one man’s opinion. They 
said, ‘You’re a sophisticated 
person. You don’t look at 
things the way the man in the 
street does,’ ” Baker said. 
Whatever the motive behind 
the decision Otto says the net 


result will be to lower the 
number of obscenity cases 
brooght to court. By putting 
the decision in the hands of a 
jury of 12 persons rather than 
one judge, more variables are 
added for a prosecutor to 
contend with. 
The uncertainty over the 
decision 
m ay 
m ake 
prosecutors reluctant to try 
obscenity cases. 
“A prosecutor may have 
known how his judge feels, but 
he doesn’t know what 12 


people on a jury will decide. 
Injunctions will be more 
difficult to get,” Otto said. 
Otto says the required 
dismissal of a case if the jury 
decides the work is not ob­ 
scene also will lessen the 
number of cases. 
“They’re (Supreme Court 
justices) saying if there is 
going to be a mistake we want 
the mistake on the side of 
freedom and not restriction,” 
Otto said. 
One dissenting opinion by 


Justice Holmah raised the 
question whether a judge ever 
could be bound by an advisory 
jury. 
"The calling of an advisory 
jury in an equity case is a 
matter within the trial court’s 
discretion... and when such a 
jury is used, its verdict is not 
binding on the court,” Holman 
wrote. 
It gives the book millions of 
dollars worth of free publicity. 
The prosecutors really defeat 
their purpose.”

CANTON — Teaching art to 
the elderly, using techniques 
and methods designed for 
elementary and high school 
students, is a little like trying to 
force a square peg tab a round 
hole, and a Culver-Stockton 
College art teacher hopes to 
change that approach. 
A1 Beck, assistant professor of 
art at Culver-Stockton, says he 
has been excited by the creative 
potential of the elderly but has 
found that little has been done to 
establish specific programs for 
them in art and that there has 
been virtually no form of 
communication among persons 
working with art for the elderly. 
As a step in trying to improve 
the situation, Beck has founded 
the National Committee on Art 
Education for the Elderly, a 
nonprofit organization he hopes 
will serve as a clearinghouse for 
updated 
information 
and 
resources in the field. 
Goals of the national com­ 
mittee are modest, says Bede, 
who hopes to publish a regular 
newsletter to serve as a vehicle 
for information exchange. 
“We don’t want to become a 
large monolithic organization,” 
Beck said. “We don’t plan to 
institute national conferences 
and things like that. We want to 
avoid the bureaucracy often 
associated with national groups. 
Our main emphasis is to serve 
as a national switchboard for 
resources 
and 
ideas 
in 
developing specific programs in 
art education for the elderly. ” 
Beck’s interest in art for the 


elderly began more than 20 
years ago as a volunteer w ater 
in a senior dtizens center in 
Evanston, 111., and was rekin­ 
dled recently when he began 
working with Mrs. Elizabeth 
Lieber who was establishing 
programs for the Senior Citizens 
Craft Workshop she has founded 
in Quincy, 111. 
Research into art education 
for the elderly followed and 
what 
Beck found was the lack 
of any sources of experience- 
tested information and some 
disturbing observations about 
techniques 
of teaching 
the 
elderly. 
“As Mrs. Lieber ami I talked 
about the philosophy of art 
education for the elderly and the 
initial phases of her workshop, it 
was obvious that a lot of 
rethinking was needed,” Beck 
said. 
“It appears that too many art 
educators have made the 
assumption that no matter what 
age level they are teaching, art 
can be taught in the same way to 
everyone. There have been few, if 
any, efforts in developing 
creative 
activities 
which 
recognize the unique aspects of 
the elderly. 
“The elderly have a wealth of 
experiences over a lifetime and, 
unfortunately, to some degree 
have depleted physical prowess. 


That situation is the reverse of 
what we have on the elemen­ 
tary, high school and even the 
college scene, but nearly all 
formal training in art education 
is preparation for teaching at 
these levels and the same ap­ 
proaches are then used with the 
elderly,” Beck said. 
“It’s time we examine our 
priorities in the visual arts and 
begin to give the elderly a fair 
shake when it comes to art 
education.” 
The 
Quincy 
workshop, 
established by a grant from the 
Senior Citizens Council of 
Adams County, has helped Beck 
and Mrs. Lieber identify special 
needs of the elderly, including 
what Beck calls “a nondefensive 
approach in giving the op­ 
portunity to explore and expand 
their horizons in art and the 
need to do a lot of 1-1 work in a 
very personal experience.” 
Culver-Stockton student in­ 
terns have become involved in 
workshop activities and term 
the experiences extremely 
satisfying. 
They 
also 
have 
learned 
to 
recognize 
the 
uniqueness 
of teaching 
the 
elderly. 
“You can’t force down their 
throats a theory of art that goes 
against their life-long ex­ 
periences,” 
said 
Mrs. 
Sue 
Mavis, who spent from six to 20 


hours a week as Culver- 
Stockton’s first intern at the 
workshop. 
As Beck 
and Mrs. Lieber, 
who serves as project director 
for the newly formed NCAEE, 
have begun to communicate 
with others interested in art for 
the elderly, the response has 
been gratifying and they are 
building an extensive mailing 
list. 
An immediate need for the 
NCAEE, Beck said, is a small 
grant to supply needed funds for 
mailing of the newsletter. Early 
communications 
have 
been 
financed by Beck and moderate 
mailing expenses have been 


provided by Culver-Stockton. 
“We don’t want to become an 
organization that operates with 
a large budget and we don’t 
anticipate having salaried 
employes,” Beck said, “but we 
will need help with expenses in 
producing 
and mailing our 
newslettter. We’re optimistic 
we’ll find the help. The need is 
obvious and the results will be 
far reaching. 


“We have received com­ 
munication 
from 
people in 
Maine, Texas, Washington and 
Maryland, as well as from many 
other states, and from Cana­ 
da,” Beck said.

Hormones need 
careful use

DEAR DR. LAMB - Your 
answer to the woman who has 
been suffering from hot flashes 
for 15 years totally ignored her 
question! Although she has 
moved to a new comifiunity and 
should get a family doctor, her 
real concerns are her low 
energy and hot flashes. 
I am curious why you did not 
tell her to go to a gynecologist 
who would put her on hormone 
therapy. Surely that is a 
widespread enough practice by 
now, even if some doctors are 
still against it. 
I get so angry with physicians 
who, because they are males 
and do n o t e x p e r i e n c e 
menopause, dismiss it without 
a thought! Hot flashes are real 
and very uncomfortable. I am a 
25-year-old woman who had both 
ovaries removed, and I take 
Premarin daily. I can always 
tell when I’ve forgotten to take 
my hormone pills. 
I suppose you’d say that hor­ 
mones are warranted in my 
case because of my age. I would 
say they are warranted in hers 
also. I especially empathize 
with that poor woman because I 
also happen to have low blood 
pressure and low energy. Dur­ 
ing the summer, hot flashes and 
low energy are no picnic. I 
would like nothing better all 
summer than to sit at the edge 
of a swimming pool, sipping 
mint juleps — or something 
along those lines. 
DEAR READER - If you 
read my column regularly you 
would know that I often recom­ 
mend estrogen replacement for 
those who need it and have no 
medical problems that would be 
made worse with these hor­ 
mones. 
Hot flashes are one of the 
m a n i f e s t a t i o n s 
of 
the 
menopause that can be greatly 
benefited by giving estrogen. 
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What you fail to recognize in 
your rush to judgment is that 
many of the symptoms you 
think of as r e l a t e d to 
menopause are also caused by a 
number of other medical dis­ 
orders. I don’t assume 1 know 
the cause of every symptom a 
person tells me about, but 
happen to believe a good history 
and examination may provide a 
better basis for a decision! 
regarding treatment. 
Depression, anxiety, thyroid I 
disorders and a host of other 
problems are often in the mid­ 
dle of the group of symptoms | 
labeled “menopause.” It is im­ 
portant to know the problem I 
before treating it. The lady had 
a number of problems and| 
deserved more than the super­ 
ficial answer that hormones | 
were all she needed. 
You may not realize also that] 
many women going through the 
menopause do not have a 
significant decrease in estrogen 
levels. Giving more estrogen to 
a woman who is already 
producing a normal amount is a 
questionable practice. An ex­ 
amination will reveal which 
woman needs hormones, as you| 
obviously did, yes, at your age. 
I would suspect that the doctor I 
will be quite able to sort out 
which symptoms belong to what 
and what to do about it.

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State tourism has increased

Despite increasing gasoline 
prices and the recession, or 
perhaps because of them, 
tourism in the state this year 
has increased about 5 to 10 per 
cent over 1974. 
With 
Labor 
Day, 
the 
traditional 
end 
of 
the 
vacationers’ season now past, 
the Missouri Division of 
Tourism reports tourists spent 
about $2.15 billion in Missouri, 
an increase of $150 million 
from last year. 
David Kappler, spokesman 
for the division, says persons 
apparently are staying closer 
to home for their vacations 
because 
of 
econom ic 
problems. 
“ This year has proven 


people will continue to travel 
in spite of high costs,” Kap­ 
pler says. “People will cut 
back on everything else but 
food before they cut back on 
vacations.” 
But tourists decided to stay 
in the Midwest rather than 
travel 
farther 
because 
of 
higher fuel prices and the 
economic slump, he says. 
According to the tourism 
department, about 83 per cent 
of the state’s 30 million 
tourists are from Missouri or 
neighboring states. 
Tom Schultz, director of the 
Lake 
of 
the 
Ozarks 
Association, says resorts in 
his area have been filled near 
capacity during 2xk months of 
the summer season. 


“So far it’s been a very good 
season,” Schultz says. “As 
one resort owner told me, ‘If 
we’re in the middle of a 
recession. I wish we had 
more.’ ” 
Schultz says boat rentals, 
boat 
sales, 
restaurant 
business, lodging and sports 
activities all are up. He 
estimated the tourists in that 
area will number about four or 
five million, an increase of 5 to 
10 per cent over 1974. 
P o l l y 
J o h n s o n , 
spokeswoman for the Con­ 
vention and Tourist Council of 
Kansas City, says visitors are 
increasing in that area also. 
Vacationers spent $110.5 
million this year, an increase 
of $40 million from 1974. The 


number of tourists increased 
almost one-third, to 3.8 million 
persons. 


Johnson said the increase is 
due both to an increasing 
number of attractions in the 
city, and vacationers wanting 
to stay closer to home and 
take shorter trips. 


Since Kansas City has been 
chosen as the site for the 1976

The low cost 
of more security 


By Ray Cromley 


WASHINGTON •*- (NEA) — A friend in the electronic business, 
who does considerable work for the government, says that about 
$15,000 to $20,000 worth of development should produce a pocket- 
sized ferrous metal detector which Secret Service agents could 
carry unobtrusively. 
Moving slightly ahead of President Ford, they could circulate 
along his path and ferret out handguns and other suspicious ob­ 
jects, using the same ear attachments as with the receivers they 
now carry. 
The original gadgets — crash developed from current 
knowledge, and made largely from on-the-shelf parts, would like­ 
ly have a range of around two to three feet. With a little ad­ 
ditional research, my friend thinks, the range of these detectors 
could be doubled and tripled. 
Conveniently small devices that could sense out suspicious ob­ 
jects at somewhat longer distances, are theoretically quite possi­ 
ble. 
These sensors would not have detected a Lee Harvey Oswald, 
in the window of a building some distance off. But they would 
likely have called attention to a Sara Jane Moore or a Lynette 
Alice Fromme in a crowd along the path of Mr. Ford 
The first simple detection devices, after the initial $15,000 to 
$20,000 developmental investment, would likely cost no more 
than $1,000 each. 
These measures would not, of course, be foolproof 
But talks 
with specialists in the field convince me there is no other prac­ 
tical method to provide protection for a President. 
The difficulties become understandable when one looks into the 
characteristics of current and past presidential assassins and 
would-be assassins. 
I have talked at length with doctors studying these demented 
people. Invariably they are strange, impulsive loners, living in 
worlds of their own, secretive and with a tendency to self­ 
dramatization. Their minds drift from one enemy to the next, 
They're born losers, do not stick to one job for long, and are in­ 
tensely involved with the belief of the moment. 
Only rarely do they represent any group. A fraction maintain 
personal loyalties. They are usually, infatuated with the thought 
of a supreme, dramatic public spectacle with themselves at the 
center. 
It is impossible to screen all nuts for arms, to tail all “ strange'' 
people in and out of crowds gathering around the President - or 
give tickets of admission only to a selected few. 
We can’t force all unbalanced people to carry little electronic 
beepers to enable the police, the FBI and the Secret Service to 
locate them easily in any crowd. 
We can’t call out the Army and the Reserves to police 
bystanders in a massive protective sweep. 
We can’t circulate the pictures of all the unbalanced people in 
any community during a presidential visit in order to alert the 
citizenry. And we can’t lock up everyone who conceivably might 
be a threat. 
Yet the unbalanced people we are talking about are walking 
bombs, ready to go off. 
We can take a clue from our relative success in preventing air­ 
craft hijacking of late. The screening of all passengers as they 
board has had dramatic effects.

other pieces of 
electronic 
equipm ent 
has 
become a major problem in 
Sikeston and other area com­ 
munities. 
During the past eight days 19 
citizens band radios or other 
pieces of electronic equipment 
have been stolen here, all but 
one of them from automobiles. 
The Sikeston Police Depar­ 
tment is offering a number of 


suggestions on how residents 
can avoid falling victims to the 
CB thefts from cars and also 
how to cut down the growing 
number of home burglaries. 
Remove the radio from your 
automobile if possible when 
leaving the car for any length of 
time, such as overnight. When 
leaving the car in a parking lot 
for a shorter length of time, lock 
it. When possible, leave it in a 
well-lighted area. 


Special door locks can be 
bought that have cylindrical 
shafts, which make it hard for 
the thief to unlock the car by 
pulling on the knob-type shaft.

If the radio is stolen, police 
should be notified and be given 
the discription, size and serial 
numbers of the radio.

proxy - the union movement.

Ford’s labor pains a bit, but the 
a d m in istratio n ’s 
wooing of

This may well cost candidate 
Ford several million vital votes 
and Midwest states he m ust 
capture to avert being land- 
slided out of office. 
Influential 
farm 
leaders 
aren’t 
only angered by

moratorium on grain sales to the 
Soviets and Poland What in­ 
furiates the wheat and feed 
grain belts is the fashion in 
which Mr. Ford and his advisers 
have ignored rural America’s 
spokesmen. 
They believe they’ve been 
deliberately snubbed by Ford’s 
advisers for the 1000- to- 1 
chance of w inning some political 
labor support.

exam ple, 
the

leaders point ot the "denigrating 
m anner” in which feed grain 
sales to Poland were cut. 
This was "orchestrated en­ 
tirely” by the State Department. 
The action w asn’t coordinated 
with any other departm ent - 
certainly not with Agriculture or 
Commerce. 
This 
is 
how- 
it 
develoned: 
On Sept. 10, the Polish state 
grain purchasing officials were 
told in W’arsaw they would get 
priority on the buying of several 
million tons of American grain. 
Nine days later Polish diplomats 
here were summoned to the 
State 
D epartm ent 
by 
Dr. 
Kissinger’s "counselor” Helmut 
Sonnenfeldt. He told them that 
Poland as well as Russia was 
now 
barred 
from 
buying 
American grain for a month. 
This action was cleared only 
by the Oval Office - which 
believe the tough anti-Polish 
Communist line would please 
labor’s 
influential 
maritime 
trade unions. Mr. Ford couldn’t 
have been more badly advised. 
The waterfront labor leaders 
were shocked. Poland has been 
buying American grain heavily. 
So the farm ers, one of whose 
organizations was about to send 
a mission to Europe’s East block 
to push sales, w eren’t hurting 
too much. So their heat on the 
labor leaders had eased. 
But then came Sonnenfeldt’s 
ukase. That did it. Especially 
since Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl Butz wasn’t informed until 
just a few minutes before he was 
scheduled to meet here with 
Poland’s m inister of agriculture 
Monday Sept. 22 (about the 
sam e time Rockefeller was in 


the 
Meany’s office explaining 
energy program ). 
Butz was caught flatfooted 
and slack-jawed. He told the 
Polish official that the grain 
moratorium "did not come from 
the Department of Agriculture. ” 
This was just one of a series of 
“ insults” to the farm ers and 
their spokesman in Washington, 
one of them charged. And ad­ 
ded: They wouldn’t do this to 
Meany or (Secretary of Labor) 
Dunlop if it was a vital national 
or international labor issue. You 
bet they’d brief them first. By 
cutting out Butz they’ve cut out 
our spokesman. 
This fueled the feud between 
the White House and the far­ 
mers which began with the 
announcement 
of the 
Soviet 
grain purchase moratorium in 
the cabinet room Tuesday Sept. 
9. 
The “ six-point” 
(actually 
seven since one is secret), three- 
page agreem ent was developed 
by Labor Secretary Dunlop. He 
was there with the President’s 
top econom ic 
adviser 
Bill 
Seidman and the labor leaders. 
But three was no Earl Butz 
input. Nor was he anywhere in 
the news photos, farm people 
say. Thus the sale of grain, so 
vital to the agricultural com­ 
munity, became almost entirely 
a labor matter. 
And, 
th ere 
was 
the 
presidential 
dispatch of a 
commission to Moscow to work 
out long- term grain deals. This 
was led by Charles (Chuck) 
Robinson, 
Undersecretary 
of 
State for economic affairs. The 
Agriculture Departm ent’s sole 
representation 
on 
this com­ 
mittee 
was 
a 
low- echelon 
technician. No Butz, who has 
been under fire from Sen. Scoop 
Jackson This Senator has been 
using words 
in 
bad ta ste 
especially one rhyming with 
Butz. 
Now the flak is intense against 
President Ford himself. The 
charge is that he has turned the 
grain affair over to Secretary of 
State Kissinger as well as the 
labor 
leaders. 
The intricate 
pressure play against the grain- 
short Soviets by cutting off the 
Poles, it is charged, has ignored 
the domestic front. And grain 
prices have fallen while far­ 
m ers’ passions have risen. 
The 
la tte r’s 
leaders 
are 
charging Mr. Ford with having 
“ d o u b l e - c r o s s e d ” 
a n d 
denigrated them. 
This could cost Mr Ford quite 
heavily politically. Oval Office 
insiders appear to believe the 
farm ers have no other place to 
go next presidential election 
day. 
Well, they do - especially if 
the Democrats nominate Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey. The Min­ 
nesotan is popular in the grain 
states. And on this front he 
would be supported by Sen. 
McGovern, 
always a strong 
"wheat m an.” Since Mr. Ford 
will find it difficult to carry the 
"New Yorks" of the nation, it 
would be politically fatal to him 
if he lost the farm ers

Retail beef prices remain steady showing only slight changes with 
no particular trend reports this week’s Missouri Farm Bureau 
shoppers’ guide. Wholesale beef prices were somewhat lower this 
week, however, retail prices have made only slight adjustments 
Ground beef continues to be an excellent buy, relative to some other 
meat cuts. This probably is being caused by the excess of lower 
grade beef, cows and bulls, being marketed to liquidate beef herds in 
the face of unprofitability. 
In reverse, pork prices continue to climb at both the wholesale and 
retail level. However, only moderate changes were noted from last 
week in the stores. 
Broilers dropped about four cents at the wholesale level but this 
change has not been reflected at the consumer level. Other major 
food item prices remained about the same at the 50 stores shopped 
across Missouri. 
NOTE: This week’s quotation for sugar was changed to five-pound 
bags. This is due to retailers abandoning the more expensive 10- 
pound size in many stores.

JU D Y 'S FR ESH HAM 
Take at least a 12-pound fresh 
ham, wash it off, pat it partly 
dry and then sprinkle each of 
these spices over it liberally. 
Rub in well, 
garlic 
salt 
coarse ground black pepper 
sage 
thyme 
Don’t ask me why but this 
ham will taste like it was 
smoked. 


Put ham in roaster uncovered. 
Bake at 300 degrees for one 
hour; then turn down to 175 
degrees. Leave alone until it 
reaches 180 degrees on a meat 
thermometer or until done. 
I forgot to tell you, score the 
ham when you season it but do 
not take off the rind. Never turn 
your heat any higher than the 
300 degrees and never, never 
cover the ham.

m eeting,

remaining ten per cent. In 
return, the city would close 
Waller Street and either the 
Crumb Street or Alice Street 
crossings. 
The PSC told the city that 
either the Crumb or Alice Street 
crossings should be closed and 
the state would pay 90 per cent 
of the cost of installing lights 
and gates at the crossing that 
rem ained 
open, 
with 
the 
railroad paying the remaining 
10 per cent. 
“Both Crumb Street and Alice 
Street are highly dangerous, but 
due to the location and nearness 
to each other, the addition of 
gates to both crossings is not 
justified,” the PSC told the city 
in a letter. “ Merely adding gates 
to one crossing while providing 
nothing for the other is still 
leaving a dangerous crossing in 
existence. 
“ It is also our belief that the 
closing of one crossing definitely 
w arrants 
the 
increased 
protection of the other. The 
decision as to which crossing 
should be signalized or closed is 
left to the discretion of the city. ” 
Citizens speaking out against 
the piuposed closings stressed 
that they were not opposed to 
lights and gates, especially if it 
would save lives. 
“Lights and gates are nice, 
and if they can save lives, it will 
be worth it,” Jerry Owens, 
owner of Owens Bros. Trucking 
Co., said, “but we use all three 
crossings every day. Closing 
them would be quite an in­ 
convenience for our trucks. ” 
Stt 0 
Smee,

agreed, saying, “ I’m for the 
gates I think we need them, but 
we have a constant stream of 
trucks 
going

crossings I’d hate to see them 
closed.” 
“As far as the fire department 
goes, Fire Chief Bob Johnson, 
said, “ I hate to see them closed, 
but if it will save a life, I’m for 
it.” 
Several 
of the individuals 
speaking against the proposal 
seemed to think that the state 
and federal government, were 
looking out for the railroad at 
the expense of the public. 
“I think if they want to close a 
crossing to keep from having the 
expense of having another set of 
lights and gates, I don’t think 
they are very concerned about 
lives,” Smee said.

“What they are trying to do is 
install lights and gates at all

Workmen’s compensation 
rules revision in effect

major revision of rules gover­ 
ning policyholders of workmen’s 
compensation insurance goes 
into effect today, announce H. 
W. Edmiston, director of the 
Missouri Division of Insurance. 
The change will eliminate an 
obsolete $100 payroll limit rule, 
raising the limit to $300 per 
week. This means that em- 
ployer-policyholders will pay 
insurance premiums based on a 
maximum of $300 per week in 
salary rather than $100 per 
week. Rates which are based on 
the payroll will be reduced in 
most cases to offset the raise. 
This is the first change in the 
payroll limit rule since 1946. 


Medicare use 
to cost first 
$104 next year 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Per­ 
sons hospitalized under the fed­ 
eral Medicare program will be 
required next year to pay at 
least the first $104 of their med­ 
ical bills, up from the present 
$92, the government says. 
The Social Security Adminis­ 
tration, blaming hospital costs 
that are rising 50 per cent fas­ 
ter than the cost-of-living, an­ 
nounced Tuesday it will shift to 
a new schedule of higher rates 
for most services starting Jan. 
1, 1976. 
The out-of-pocket charge for 
the average hospital stay will 
be raised 13 per cent from the 
current $92, the agency said. 
The new amount is equivalent 
to the average cost of one day 
of hospitalization, Social Secur­ 
ity Commissioner James B. 
Cardwell said. The average 
Medicare stay now is about 
13Vfe days and costs $1,400. 
The new rates also mean 
Medicare patients will pay ad­ 
ditional costs of $3 a day for 
extended hospital stays and 
$1.50 daily for long-term post­ 
hospitalization nursing home 
care. 
Of the 24.1 million people re­ 
ceiving Medicare coverage, 22 
million are aged 65 and over 
and 2.1 million are disabled. 
Beginning next year, Medi­ 
care beneficiaries who stay in 
the hospital more than 60 days 
will pay $26 daily for the 61st 
through the 90th day. Currently 
they are charged $23 a day. 
For extended nursing home 
care after release from the hos­ 
pital, 
the 
patient 
will 
be 
charged $13, compared with the 
current $11.50, for the 21st 
through the 100th day in a 
skilled nursing home. 
After patients pay the initial 
charges, Medicare will pay all 
bills for the first 60 days in a 
hospital and the fist 20 days in 
a skilled nursing home. 
Medicare 
also provides a 
“lifetime reserve” of 60 extra 
hospital days that a beneficiary 
can use when he needs more 
than 90 days to recover from 
an illness. The daily out-of- 
pocket charge for that once- 
only benefit will increase to $52 
from the present $46. 
The monthly charge for Medi­ 
care beneficiaries who choose 
optional medical coverage for 
doctors’ bills will not change. 
That rate has been frozen at 
$6.70 since July 1974.

$100 payroll limit unrealistic, 
raising rates unnaturally high. 
These high rates, which are 
published with the rates of other 
states,

Missouri, 
Edmiston said. Missouri was 
only one of three states in the 
country which had retataed the 
$100 payroll limit rule, despite 
changing economnic conditions.

The series with Ali is 
over, closed as spectacularly as 
it opened 
The two men fought three 
times, and their first fight ush­ 
ered in a boxing era which 
brought fighters such as Ali, 
Frazier and George Foreman 
sky-high purses. And it earned 
other heavyweights more than 
they could have gotten before, 
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or perhaps deserved. 
It also brought promoters ul­ 
cers, for several of the big 
money fights over the last five 
years meant big money only to 
the fighters. 
When a press conference was 
called one winter’s day in New 
York in 1970 to announce that 
the unbeaten Ali would fight 
the unbeaten champion, Fra­ 
zier, at Madison Square Gar­ 
den, the press was stunned.

Wolverine leader issues warning 


CO LUM BIA—Nobody needs to tell Missouri that the 
Tigers will be facing a “ tough” football team up in 
Wolverineland before a sellout 100,000 crowd Saturday 
afternoon. 
But--Michigan coach Bo Schembechler promised that 
at his weekly press luncheon in no uncertain terms. 
Victors over Alabama, Illinois and Wisconsin, the fifth- 
ranked Mizzou team returns to Ann Arbor for the first 
time in six years-and Michigan (1-0-2) is aroused. 
“ We’ll be tough,” said Schembechler whose Maize and 
Blue teams have not lost at home in 37 straight games- 
since a 40-17 defeat by Missouri in 1969. “ And it really 
doesn’t matter that Missouri is coming in here. 
“ I ’d say that if we were playing Missouri-and (pause) 
Oklahoma in a doubleheader this Saturday.” 
For Coach A1 Onofrio’s invaders that’s warning 
enough. The Tigers will be playing to their biggest-ever 
crowd-and it’s a significant test. 
The Wolverines, led by linebacker Calvin O’Neal (46 
tackles in three games), are deadly on defense. They 
opened the season by shutting down a Wisconsin attack 


that gave Missouri problems. Their ground-oriented 
offense is hubbed around tailback Gordon Bell (4.7 avg.) 
and fullback Rob Lytle (5.1 avg.). 
Can Mizzou tailback Tony Galbreath (4.1 avg.) con­ 
tinue to occupy the attention of the Michigan defenders 
sufficiently to give quarterback Steve Pisarkiewicz some 
airborne chances? 
Relying almost exclusively on the forward pass, 
Stanford tied Michigan 19-19 two weeks ago-so the 
Tigers undoubtedly will not ignore that option. 
Meantime, Michigan-rated No. 2 nationally in pre­ 
season polls-now is unfamiliarly roosting outside the 
“ top ten” after back-to-back ties with Stanford and 
Baylor (14-14). Schembechler probably considers that 
demotion a plus in his club’s preparations for Mizzou. 
On the eve of their ‘69 battle, Missouri was ranked No. 
9, and Michigan No. 13. Dan Devine’s Missourians led 24- 
3 at halftime, but ultimately needed a 16-point final 
quarter to cinch the victory. 
The Bengals have come through their early struggles 
with minimal injuries; in fact, Onofrio has not yet lost 


any of his top 22 as battle casualties. Michigan, though, 
has been thinned in the offensive line where surgery has 
eliminated guard Kirk Lewis and tackle Steve King. 
Galbreath, the 230-pound Tiger tailback, boosted his 
career pass-completion mark to 7-for-7 last Saturday, 
with an ll-yard scoring strike to split end Henry M ar­ 
shall. Zark also hoisted his pass-completion efficiency to 
the 50 percent level with an overall 10-for-l7 day. 
Comparatively, however, the Big Ten Wolverines have 
been realizing top production from their wingback, fleet 
Jim Smith-and the Tigers’ counterpart-sophomore Joe 
Stewart-is not yet a similar threat. 
Smith ranks third in yardage among Michigan rushers- 
-but first in average-per-play (10.5)-and the explosive 
198-pound junior is the top reciever on 7 catches for 182 
yards. Stewart’s statistical contribution thus far has 
been minimal-his blocking most effective. 
Ol’ Mizzou will face another freshman quarterback- 
180-pound Rick Leach- for the second straight week. In 
three games, the 6-1 youngster from Flint, Mich., has 
completed 8-of-30 tosses for 179 yards and two touch­ 


downs. He’s been intercepted five times. 
Interceptions and other turnovers.-'A novelty for 
Michigan. 
“ We’ve had ten already in three games,” Schem­ 
bechler said. “ Know how many we had after three games 
last year-ZERO !” 
Missouri leads Michigan 2-1 in the alltime series. The 
Wolverines won, 42-7, here in 1955-while the Tigers 
claimed a last-ditch 20-15 win in 1959.

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N EW YO RK (A P) — The 
gripe of the distruntled worker 
is as fam iliar a sound as the 
factory whistle: “ If only I ran 
this place, things would be a lot 
different.” 
It’s an ancient gripe that pre­ 
dates 
industrial society and 
probably 
written 
history 
as 
well, but the management re­ 
sponse is new: “ Okay, buddy, 
let’s see what you can do.” 
Throughout 
the 
industrial 
world today management and 
labor are experimenting with 
various 
concepts 
and 
tech­ 
niques designed to enlarge the 
area in which they can cooper­ 
ate. 
To date, the idea of joint 
management has been carried 
a lot further in Europe than in 
the United States. Six nations 
there require labor representa­ 
tion on the boards of major 
companies. 
American unions aren’t sure 
they want board representation. 
Perhaps better organized than 
their European counterparts, 
they feel able to accomplish 
just as much under existing ar­ 
rangements. To join boards, 
some union officials fear, is to 
compromise their effectiveness. 
In many companies workers 
and management are coopera- 


ting in so-called job enrichment 
programs whose goals are to 
improve working conditions and 
reduce costs. 
To some extent, the assembly 
line is suspect. Various com­ 
panies are testing substitutes, 
such as cluster assembly, in 
which groups of workers per­ 
form not one specific chore but 
are allowed to exercise skills 
and judgment by constructing 
entire units. 


Profs. Edward Lawler and 
Stanley Seashore of the Univer­ 
sity of Michigan are in the 
midst of a three-year, on-thejob 
study of the possibilities and 
implications of involving lower 
level workers in management 
decisions. 
They report that all the ex­ 
periments, conducted at vari­ 
ous 
sites, 
show 
“ some 
in­ 
dication of improved perform­ 
ance for the organization and 
the people in it.” Later this 
year they will have more con­ 
clusive results. 


One of these experiments, 
they state, already has shown 
promising results. It began late 
in 1973, involving workers and 
management of the Rushton 
Mining Co., Rushton, Pa. Prof. 
E ric Trist of the University of 


Pennsylvania, was consultant.

Grievances also were agreed 
to be the responsibility of the 
crew, 
and

periment workers had no re­ 
course to either a foreman or 
the

mittee. 


The researchers found “ ex­ 
citing” changes began to take 
place. 
The experimental group, the

er production rates, lower ab­ 
senteeism, lower turnover, a 
record low accident rate and 
the lowest number of safety 
violations in the mine’s history.

Advisory juries are a well- 
r 
established but little-used 
legal 
tradition, 
says 
University of Missouri law 
professor Grant Nelson. 
In the past, such juries have 
been used by judges in non­ 
jury proceedings when the 
judge wants an extra imput of 
information upon which to 
decide a case. 
Cole County Circuit Court 
Judge Byron Kinder says he 
once used an advisory jury to 
help him reach a decision in a 
case involving juveniles. 
“I brought them in because 
I wanted to test the temper of 
the community — to get 
another perspective,” Kinder 
says. 
In most cases, such juries 
are strictly for advice only. 
The judge is not bound by 


what the jury decides. 
“They are just what they 
say they are — advisory. The 
decision of the jury is not the 
decision of the court,” Nelson 
says. 
But the court ruled Sept. 8 
that a judge was bound to 
dismiss a case if the jury’s 
decision was that the work 
was not obscene. The judge, 
however, can overrule a jury 
if it decides a work is obscene. 
Paul Otto, assistan t a t­ 
torney general involved in the 
case said the decision of the 
court to require advisory 
juries makes it more likely 
that com m unity standards 
will be reflected by the ver­ 
dict. 
‘‘The court put the empha­ 
sis on the average man. The 
jury is more likely to come up 
with what the average man 
feels than the judge is.

An immediate need for the 
NCAEE, Beck said, is a small 
grant to supply needed funds for 
mailing of the newsletter.

“ We don’t want to become an 
organization that operates with 
a large budget and we don’t

WASHINGTON 
(N E A ) —• A friend in the electronic business, 
who does considerable work for the government, says that about 
$15.000 to $20.000 worth of development should produce a pocket- 
sized ferrous metal detector which Secret Service agents could 
carry unobtrusively. 
Moving slightly ahead of President Ford, they could circulate 
along his path and ferret out handguns and other suspicious ob­ 
jects, using the sam e ear attachm ents as with the receivers they 
now carry. 
The original gadgets — crash developed from c u rre n t 
knowledge, and m ade largely from on-the-shelf parts, would like­ 
ly have a range of around two to three feet. With a little ad­ 
ditional research, my friend thinks, the range of these detectors 
could be doubled and tripled. 
Conveniently small devices that could sense out suspicious ob­ 
jects at somewhat longer distances, are theoretically quite possi­ 
ble. 
These sensors would not have detected a Lee Harvey Oswald, 
in the window of a building some distance off. But they would 
likely have called attention to a Sara Jane Moore or a Lynette 
Alice F ro m m e in a crowd along the path of Mr Ford 
The first simple detection devices, after the initial $15,000 to 
$20,000 developmental investment, would likely cost no m ore 
than $1,000 each 
These m easures would not, of course, be foolprool 
But talks 
with specialists in the field convince m e there is no other p rac­ 
tical method to provide protection for a President. 
The difficulties become understandable when one looks into the 
characteristics of current and past presidential assassins and 
would-be assassins. 
I have talked at length with doctors studying these demented 
people Invariably they are strange, impulsive loners, living in 
worlds of their own, secretive and with a tendency to self­ 
dram atization. Their minds drift from one enemy to the next, 
They're born losers, do not stick to one job for long, and are in­ 
tensely involved with the belief of the moment, 
Only rarely do they represent any group A fraction maintain 
personal loyalties They are usually, infatuated with the thought 
of a suprem e, dram atic public spectacle with themselves at the 
center. 
It is Impossible to screen all nuts for arm s, to tail all " s tra n g e ’’ 
people in and out of crowds gathering around the President — or 
give tickets of admission only to a selected few. 
We c a n ’t force all unbalanced people to carry little electronic 
beepers to enable the police, the FBI and the Secret Service to 
locate them easily in any crowd. 
We can 't call out the Army and the Reserves to police 
bystanders in a m assive protective sweep. 
We c a n ’t circulate the pictures of all the unbalanced people in 
any com m unity during a presidential visit in order to alert the 
citizenry And we can't lock up everyone who conceivably might 
be a threat. 
Yet the unbalanced people we are talking about are walking 
bombs, ready to go off. 
We can take a clue from our relative success in preventing air­ 
craft hijacking of late The screening of all passengers as they 
board has had dram atic effects.
